Hopping mad over 
strings attached to a $3- 
nitlion allocation of the 
$9.7 million allotment to 
predominantly black Cen- 
ral. State University, the 10 
black Democrats bolted 
irom the House floor one 


by one as the vote on the 
states largest budget in 
history was. called for by 
House Speaker . Vernal 
Riffe; D-New Boston. 

As a result of their 
astonishing boycott, the 
Senate-House’ Conference 
Committee report, with 50 
votes required for ap- 
proval, fell one vote shy. 

Democrats control the 
House 62 to 37, but with 
three of their members ab- 
sent and the 10 blacks 
bolting, and 34 of the 37 
Republicans voting no, 
Riffe could muster only 49 
yea ballots. 

The furor, the first of its 
kind between. the. white 
and black legislators, was 


touched off when the con- 
ference panel adopted an 
amendment that would 
grant Central State $6.7 
million as a direct_un.- 
committed subsidy and 
withhold $3-million until 
the State Controlling 
Board okayed its spending. 

The amendment, spon- 
sored by Rep. Robert 
Jaskulski, (D-Garfield 
Heights), was approved 
without opposition of the 
six-member panel. 

The 10 black Democrats, 
obviously honoring an ac- 
tion of their Black Caucus, 
stubbornly declined to 
discuss the issue with 
reporters, before or after 
nine of them returned to 


the party fold and voted to 
accept the conference 
committee report following 
the 24 hour delay. 

Here is how the political 
incendiary was set off, ac- 
cording to CALL & POST 
sources: Before taking up 
the. conference com- 
mittee’s’ recommendation 
at Tuesday afternoon's 
session. Speaker Riffe 
called a caucus which 
meets behind closed doors 
for the purpose of listening 
to gripes then binding 
each member to abide by 
the decision of the caucus.

The Ku Klux Klan, in the 
person of the Ohio Im- 
perial Wizard and a hand- 
ful of followers, came to 
the State House Monday to 
celebrate “Americanism” 
and°to-launch-a-campaign 
against ‘forced busing” 
for school desegregation. 

The Ku Kiux Klan, their 
robes in tatters, their 
heads bloody if unbowed, 
left the State House Mon- 
day under heavy police 
guard after an irate crowd 
of blacks and whites at- 
tacked the Klansmen, pum- 
melied the wizard with his 
own flagpole, burned a 
Confederate banner and 
sent the small band of 
KKK-supporters scurrying 
for cover.

head of the State house 
steps shortly after noon to 
announce that the rally 
would begin with a prayer, 
recitation of the Pledge of 
Allegiance and singing of 
the National Anthem 
Colorfully attired in: his 
purple satin robes. topped 
with a peaked, open-faced 
hood, Reusch stood before 


huge American flag. 
Several henchmen, also 
brandishing American 


flags and at least one Con- 
federate ‘stars and bars," 
flanked the Wizard 

The sea of faces ap- 
pearing before him were 
not the* friendly faces—of 
fellow Ku Kluxers, 
nowever. Instead, the 

iZard was confronted by 
several hundred angry an- 
tagonists, black and white. 

As the “Star Spangled 
Banner” was played over 
the makeshift sound 
system, the demonstrators’ 
voices drowned— out the 
music with chants of “Ku 
Klux~ Klan=Scum Of The 
Land." Fists were raised in 
the universal symbol of 
defiance 

The Wizafd, sweating 
profusely in his. shiny 
robes, tried to continue his 
program, returning the 
taunts of the antagonists 
with-a few angry words of 
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his own. 

Suddenly, the anger of 
the anti-Klan protestors 
boiled over. The 
protestors, male and 
female, black and white, 
stormed the “rostrum” and 
the air was filled with 
flying debris, swifiging 
fists and flailing feqpoles 
as the battle was joined. 

One -of the Klansmen 
produced a can_ of 
chemical “mace,” but the 
gas failed to drive back the 
onrushing mob. Although 
one of the Wizard's aides, 
wearing a black Nazi-style 
uniform shirt (which was 
ripped from his back) tried 
to protect his leader, most 
of the other half-dozen or 
more» Kansmen seemed 
more intent on saving their 
own hides as they cowered 
behind the stone columns 
or melted away in the con- 
fusion. 

The Wizard himself was 
not so fortunate. Protestors 
brandishing flagpoles 
snatched from the hands 
of the Klansmen— them- 
selves attacked - with 
savage ferocity, clubbing 
him, kicking him and pum- 
melling him with their fists. 

By the time a contingent 
of State Highway Patrol 
and uniformed Columbus 
Police officers came to the 
rescue of the embattled 
Klansmen, Reusch had 
been. disrobed, the Con- 
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federate flag stripped from 
its mount and burned, the 
sound system demolished, 
and a huge banner 
reading, ‘Join The Klan 
And Save Our Land,” was 


pane trampled beneath 
the feet_of the victorious 
protestors. 


During the-fighting, Jerry 
Coleman, head camera- 
man for WBNS.-TV 
was struck on the head 
and fell down the concrete 
steps. He was treated at 
Grand Hospital for minor 
head injuries and released. 

Columbus police who 
moved in after the violence 
erupted, arrested four per- 
sons and restrained 
several others involved in 
th violence. 4 

None of those arrested 
were with the Klan. 

George S. Preston, 29 of 
Cincinnati, the first to be 
arrested, was charged with 
inciting to violence, 
felonious assault and 
disturbing a__itawful 
meeting.

One spokesman, who 
identified himself as 
Michael Macek, 26, a 
Dayton auto worker, said 
that “wherever the Klan 
shows its robed, racist 
head, it will be met with 
opposition. The Klan does 
not deserve the First 


Amendment. rights to 
freedom of speech,” he 
said. 


“People don't have_the 
right to say things the Klan 
is saying," Macek said. 
“Dogs like the Klan don't 
have any rights.” 

Benson Wollman, 
executive director of the 
Ohio American Civil 
Liberty Union, ~after -wit- 
nessing~ the attack, took 
issue with the attitude ex- 
pressed by Macek and

Wolman said the ACLU 
is opposed to the Klan and 
to its racist philosophy, but 
decried the fact that they 
had been denied the right 
to express their views 
in-.

Labeling as “incredible” 
Columbus school board 
action to drastically reduce 
the scope of their 
desegregation plan, 
NAACP Attorney Richard 
Stein told the CALL-POST 
the recent U.S. Supreme 
Court decision . Dayton 
gives no. basis’ for 
changing the Columbus 
desegregation pian. 

Stein accused School 
Board Attorney Samuel 
Porter of “twisting” the 
Supreme Court decision 
and “kidding the people of 
Columbus.” 

“The Dayton case 
doesn’t say what he (Por- 
ter) said,” Stein asserted. 
“Porter is remiss in telling 
the school board and the 
public that this is the end 
of the bus.” 

In the Dayton decision, 
Stein said, the Supreme 
Court was “knocking (U.S. 
District Judge Carl) Rubin 
in the teeth for having a 
sloppy opinion,” —and-was 
“yelling at the court of ap- 
peals for not supporting 
their conclusions.” 

The case was not rever- 
sed, he said, and there is 
nothing in it that says that 
Dayton should scrap its 
desegregation plan. 

Instead, he explained, 
they (the Supreme Court) 
sent the- case back for 
more hearings and more 
findings of fact. If it is 
shown that the problem is 
system-wide, they will keep 
the plan they have now. 

+ Stein noted that there 
were many facts that’came 
out in the trial that were 
not cited in- the opinion: 


The facts cited by-Rubin 
were the existing racial im- 


~batance in thd stnools, op- 


tional attendance zones for 
two high schools and the 
schoo! board recession 
of a desegregation 
resolution. 

Stein pointed out that 
the decision of U.S. District 
Judge Robert Duncan in 


the Columbus case was 
much more comprehensive 
than that of Rubin in 
Dayton. He said Duncan's 
decision supports a 
system-wide remedy. 
Stein. said the NAACP 
will file a memorandum in 
opposition to the school 
board's amended deseg- 


ion plan. 
oasked ft the NAACP will 
respond to school board 
objections to the appoint- 
iment of -a special master 
for the desegregation 
remedy, Stein said that is 
between the school board 
and the court. 

Objections to the ap- 
pointment of Dr. Luvern L. 
Cunningham as_ special 
master in the case were 
cited by Atty. Porter in a 
15-page memorandum to 
the court. 

According to the 
memorandum, the appoint- 
ment was not warranted at 
this point in the case, and 
the appointment of an ex- 
pert would have been more 
appropriate. 

The powers of a master, 
it stated, would: be ex- 
cessive and could include 
@__broad based __in- 
vestigation of the school 
system, which would be 
beyond the scope of the 
Court.

So as not to offend anyone; as obviously | did with my 
lavish comments on the variety of merits to be found with 
Aretha and her Sweet Passion, | get off into Stevie W n- 
der and how he has influenced, been responsible fér 
and/or having provided particular inspiration to carry on 
as they are 80 carrying on. It is therefore maintained by 
some that if Stevie Wonder chooses to “give” you a 
song, you have got it made in the business, that is pro- 
viding you have the talent to back up his special kind of 
genius. 

For example, Rufus, was literally struggling along until 
Stevie gave them “Tell Me Something d,” which has 
also.been good to a number of other lesser personalities. 
Of course, Rufus always had Chaka Chan, and sooner or 
later she would have been doing what she's doing now 
anyhow; Stevie just helped Rufus to get there faster. 

You tell me: who can argue with anything from the 
new Rufus album or the old ones for that matter? Just 
what is the best: “Everlasting Love” & “Better Days” be- 
cause they pulsare like “Dance With Me" & “Sweet 
Thing" or ‘At Midnight’’ & “Hollywood” because they 
are intended to incense the most remotest nerve.in your 
being? There shouldn't be any question that Chaka is a 
favorite lady, for afterall, who would do two Rufus shows 
i off everytime unless they had Rufus/CK in their 

ead? 

Probably one who is also in love with Aretha. It is ab- 
solute history as to what Aretha did with Stevie's “Until 
You Come Back To Me,” a song that even turns the 
whiteboys on. To the best of my knowledge, no one else 
has tried to do that Grammy Award winner, but then, of 
course, Her Royal Mamaship, whose “Break It To Me 
Gently" is No. 1 on the Billboard national charts and 
who is enjoying similar prestige for the dramatic impact 
of Sweet Passion, chose not to drag matters on and there- 
fore organized “Until” into a nice, tight musical package 
of several climaxes, all rising and falling in succession 
as if they were the aftermath of an early evening tide. 
What | am saying is that Stevie Wonder is truly poetic, 
that Aretha can give his poetry a more definitive reading 
than anyone else except a few instances here and there, 
and because | know these things could be the reason a 
young. person. took. halfway.-offense-.at my. ‘‘.. over 
abudance of admiration and praise of Miss Franklin." 
That's the way it it - and Al Green can tell you all about 
that. 

Some of that could have been unnecessary, but “that's 
the way it really is’' and nevertheless useful to introduce 
I've Got the Music in Me (Sheffield Lab-2), performed by 
Thelma Houston and Pressure Cooker, which consist of 
the vocaliéts-and-a doubly reinforced rhythm section and 
seven horns; there are four keyboardists, two each on 
guitars, basses, drums, and percussion and the following 
horns: trumpets, trombone, bass trombone, saxophones, 
flutes, and French horn, Just a few people have this 
album - those who have been favored by the hippier 
whiteboys who staff local stereo resale shops; its “re- 
corded live from the studio direct to the master disc," a 
processs which gives you original clarity with the art- 
ificiality evident in the majority_of contemporary—re- 
cordings. 

Coming down like and in the style of the Crusaders, 
Pressure Cooker, jams on several instrumentals; 
“Pressure Cooker,” “Step in Time,” “Dish Rag,”’ and an 
exorcism in artistic transposition, “Reggae Bune.” Ms. 
Houston sings the title selection and the John Lennon 
“Got to Get You Into My life." The showstopper is 
Stevie's ‘To Know You is to Love You,” a rendition so 
thoroughly bombed that it is nudging the Margie Joseph 
tongue-in-cheek version but never the semi-origine!_B.B. 
King version, featuring Stevie Wonder on electric 
piano/synthesizers andthe Memphis Horns, which is 
only better than what Stevie did for the Main Ingredient 
when he permitted them to sing a program dominated by 
his songs. Later, there will be more Thelma Houston, the 
lady who has people booging at discos:across the 
nation and is currently enjoying the special status of 
being one of Jerry Butler's ladies, which is as nice as 
being that close to Marvin Gaye. musically. 

There are other things happening in some of these 
connections: Fans of the O’Jays naturally moan the 
recent-passing of one of their original members; certain- 
ly the-group-shares these-feetings;-for he did add sub- 
Stance to their performances. 

The groups new album, Travelin’ at the Speed of 
Thought (Philadelphia International, PZ-34684), 


produced by Gamble & Huff, immediately shows this . 


The bottom line is that this time around the O'Jays 
have been given a.lousy programs of songs - songs 
which are nevertheless done up in the characteristic the- 
atrical. arrangements that have made their relationship 
wholly acceptable to the large number of O'Jays’ fans.

And since the Speaker is 
nominated by fellow mem- 
bers of his political stripe, 
it is more likely that Riffe 
used a softer and 
philosophical approach-to 
influence the blacks to 
change their mind.

Abortions: 


Much ado is being made over 
whether the federal government 
should pay for voluntary abortions to 
women on relief rolls or ADC. 

The thing that strikes me about all 
this rukus, is that the whole pitch is 
made in the belief that only black 
women would be the recipients: All 
the cartoons I've seen on the subject 
have depected only black women. 

This is part of the racism that 
exists in America that seeks to give 
the impression that only blacks are 
on the relief rolls and all* black 
women are having babies in order to 
get more relief. 

Despite the impression that black 
women deliberately have babies to 
get relief, yet, when the black woman 
seeks to limit her child bearing, the 
mere thought that government 
money may be used for an abortion, 
these same racist cry to high heaven 
about the misuse of tax payers 
money. So they squawk both ways. 

The truth. of the matter is there are 
more whites on relief rolls and ADC 
than blacks.*So, it. would be 
reasonable to conclude that more 
white women would take advantage 
of a-government paid abortion than 
black women. However, in the effort 
to try to defeat the appropriation of 
these funds, the racist create the im- 
pression that only blacks would be 
the beneficiaries. 

This kind of sinister racism is 
growing in the United States. We see 
the same techniques being used in 
the school desegregation cases. 
Although over 50% of the public 
school students are bused to school 
every day, and some many miles, 
busing is wrong only when it is used 
to integrate. Then, it is alright if you 
just bus Negroes into white areas, 
but don’t bus whites into black areas. 
However, when white men are 
looking for a prostitute, they don’t 
hesitate coming into the worst part of 
the ghetto. 

Yes, white racism is a strange and 
inconsistent animal. a 


a common practice throughout 
America. Nobody complains when a 
commercial project is being built out 
in the tax hungry suburbs. In fact, 
every conceivable kind of in- 


ducement is used to attract locating 


in these suburban areas. 

The black community suffers 
whenever any commercial, business 
or manufacturing establishment 
moves out of Cleveland. So much of 
this has been going on lately, that 
the former industrial areas in the city 
are nothing but vast empty spaces 
with abandoned, vandalized 
buildings spotted around them. 

Cleveland is constantly losing its 
tax base and, who are the principal 
suffers, yes, Cleveland's Negro 
population, 

Whatever needs to be done to 
keep commercial firms in Cleveland, 
should be done by City Council. 
Every new building in Cleveland 
creates new jobs and more —tax 
money. The more money these job 
holders spend in Cleveland, the more 
our economy will prosper. 

| have no objections to wealthy 
banks or any other kind of successful 
business. Whatever the city can do to 
keep them happy and expanding 
here, let's do it. 

The further out of town businesses 
move, the fewer blacks they employ. 
Therefore, if we are to ever reduce 
black unemployment, we are going 
to have to make the inner city more 
attractive to business. 

Cleveland schools ‘are not suf- 
fering from tax abatements. They are 
suffering from flight of business from 
the city where their tax base is to 
suburban areas where the already 
wealthy and more affluent schools 
get wealthier. 

Because of its past lack of concern 
for the commercial establishments 
within its borders and the loss of jobs 
and taxes from those firms that fled, 
Cleveland has dropped from the 
valuted position as ‘t.o Sixth city, 
down to the 18th position.

fever germs -- not cancer. 
Streams and-rivers -sup- 
plied water for a growing 
nation. 


It was all terribly un-- 


sanitary and could have 
led to wholesale death ex- 
cept that it didn't. inspite 
of the cancer threat, the 
nation has grown’ into a 
population of two hundred 
miltion. 

The’ scientists who 
believe that drinking water 
can lead to cancer infer 
that industrial wastes are 
contaminating the drinking 
water. That may be, maybe 
not. One must recall that 
industrial revolution 
that hit the world last cen- 
tury, contaminated water- 
ways, skyways and some 
city smog, but, there was 
no wholesale death from 
cancer as teeming millions 
have come to live on earth. 

What is the ultimate ob- 
jective in finding that 
drinking water might lead 
to cancer when water is a 
like food to the 

body? Just what is the aim 

of the warning — to boost 
the sales of some water 
purification corporation? 
ts there another angle, a 
little subtle, but it rings out 
quite clearly. So many of 
the reports on health come

dized by government and

Last In Hall of Fame 


Dr. George Washington Carver has 
become the second black person 
elected to the Hall of Fame. 

Guess who the first was? 

That’s right. Booker T. Washing- 


ton. | sometimes wonder what the 
white .establishment would do with- 


out Dr. Carver and Mr. Washington. 
Everytime there's a school or play- 
ground or street to be named in a 
black community the city fathers 
honor those two gentlemen. 

And now that the neighborhood in 
which the Hall of Fame resides is 
largely minority. the Hall has fallen 
into disuse, poor maintenance and 
general decay, its directors have fi- 
nally seen fit to elect a second black 
man. Now they are going to have to 
figure out what to do if the quota 
for blacks ever goes past two. 

Freedom From Slavery 

| suspect there will be several hun- 
dred thousand dollar grants put out 
to white researchers to come up with 
one or two “qualified” blacks from 
the past, preferably scientific types 
who didn't get involved with radical 


things like integration or freedom 


from slavery. 

So, in a somewhat mildly satirical 
mood the other day, | contemplated 
the spirit of Dr. Carver entering the 
Hall of Fame, mounting the steps to 
take his place on the appointed ped- 
estal. | imagined that his pedestal 
will probably be red-lined by the 
banks so he won't be able to take a 
mortgage or pedestal-improvement 
loan on it. 

As Dr. Carver enters the Hall of 
Fame, there are murmurs from the 
other statues. From the rear, a voice 
rings out: “Welcome brother. i's 
been mighty lonesome here till you 
came.” 

Oldtime Patriot 

And Dr. Carver says: “Ah, Mr. 
Washington, | presume. Shall | take 
that pedestal next to yours, or shall | 
integrate this Hall by taking another - 
perhaps that one there, next to the 
‘ust with its back turned, or that-one, 
the one that's got a hood over its 

face. Probably an old time patriot.” 

As he takes his place in the pan- 
theon of America’s greats, we hear 
the others let loose howls of indign- 
ation - “We never should have 


allowed the first one in here,” “This 
neighborhood’s~ going downhill.” 
“Let's move the Hall of Fame to the 
suburbs.” “He took that space from a 
white applicant with the same 
qualifications.” “He's going to scat- 
ter peanut shells all over the place.” 
Qualified Applicants 

The Hall's Affirmative Action of- 
ficer comes running to quiet the 
statues. “We had to do it - there was 
only one in here and people were fil- 
ing complaints. But don’t worry, we'll 
keep it down to two. “We'll reject all 
other qualified applicants.” 

“What other applicants,” asks one 
of the Hall of Famers. = 

“Well,” says the Affirmative Action 
man, “there's one from a Frederick 
Douglass and another from a Martin 
Luther King, Jr.” . 

Wild cries of shock. The thunk of 
bronze heads falling to the floor, 
stricken with horror. A-wild stampede 
for the doors! 

As they clang their way into the 
streets of the Bronx, fleeing from the 
prospect of rubbing bronze 
shoulders with the historic leaders of 
black rights, the bust of Dr. Carver 
turns to the bust of Mr. Washington 
and says: 

“| know one applicant that would 
blow their bronze minds even more. 
Would you believe Malcolm X?” 

Chuckles trom the remaining two 
black statues as the scene fades. 

Enough Fantasies 

Well, enough fantasies for, the 
time being. There aren't enough 
honors to do justice to the likes of a 
Dr. Carver, a Booker T. Washington, 
or a host of other great black people 
still ignored by the Hall of Fame and 
other institutions that seem to find 
room for far lesser men. Better late 
than never, | suppose, but one’s thing 
for sure - Dr. Carver's entry to the 
Hall of Fame has upgraded the 
quality of that insitution, but it will 
take another dozen blacks to make 
people take the Hall seriously.” 

On the other hand the problem may 
have solved itself. Uniess they build 
another Hall of Fame there won't be 
room for anyone else. Dr. Carver

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Students Offer Own 


Plan For Peaceful 


School Integration 


Contrary to popular 
belief, not all of the plan- 
ning for the desegregation 
of Columbus’ Public 
Schools is being done 
within the confines of 
Tuesday afternoon board 
meetings. Under the 
auspices of the 
Metropolitan Columbus 
Schools ° Committee 
(MCSC), two groups of 
designated high school 
student leaders met last 
week to submit ‘their’ 
plans as to how a 
desegregation effort could 
be peacefully im- 
plemented. 

At both meetings, held, 
respective. on June 29, 
and. 30, at the. Wesley Foun 
dation, 82 E. 16th Ave. and 
the new Social Service 
Building, 1393 E. Broad St., 
the students universally 
agreed that parents were 
not communicating with 
them enough regarding the 
issue of desegregation and 
its intended purposes. 


According to Tony 
Roseboro, student at East 
High School (all high 


schools sent a representa- 
tive to a meeting), the 
problem could be 
alleviated by having a 
traveling mobile unit, 
equipped with __a'de. 
segregation advisor’ 
come around to different 
neighborhoods--preferably 
at the site -of recreation 
centers he mentioned and 
set up forums where 
desegregation information 
could be dispersed. 

Other students suggestd 
that, if feasible, space be 
allotted in neighborhood 
newspapers, so_ that 


Students could write and 
discuss the desegregation 
effort and their feelings. 

Clifford Tyree, who, 
along with Sue Phillips, is 
Co-Chairperson of the 
MCSC, mentioned. that 
churches might be a good 
vehicle for communication. 

Students could meet 
following church services 
and discuss the 
desegregation effort," 
Tyree said. 

The students. all agreed 
on the establishment of a 
student task force to be 
primarily involved with 
seeing that all students 
going to a new school 
would have someone there 
to help them become 
acclimated. The proposed 
“one-on-one buddy 
system" would be initiated 
at all schools where heavy 
busing is to take place. 

Dave Milenthal, a com- 
munications consultant for 
the MCSC, suggested 
possibility of _atraveling 
puppet show to elementary 
schools with similated ef- 
forts being made to show 
the sociological reasons 
behind needed busing. 

The communications 
consultant also. suggested 
that television news spots, 
such as the popular Satur- 
day morning “In The 
News" segments, being 
set up to provide relevant 
information on schoo! 
busing. 

The-student plans; were 
quickly adopted and 
assures them the op- 
portunity to coordinate the 
desegregation. guidelines 
when they go from the 
drawing board and into the 
schools.

Food Poisoning -- Il 

Last week we discussed 
food poisoning and, in 
some detail, two of the 
major types-of-this-malady 


-- Salmonella and 
Staphyloccus aureus 
organisms. We quoted 


from a new pamphiet 
published by the American 
Medical Association, to 
help people avoid food 
poisoning which makes 
millions of us ill each year. 

In my opinion, more than 
a few of the reported cases 
ofstomach flu that’so of- 
ten keep people from work 
probably are the result of 
food poisoning, produced 
innocently enough in our 
own homes because of in- 
sufficient preventive” prac= 
tices.

The most serious food 
pcisoning is caused by a 
bacterium known as 
Clostridium botulinum— -- 
Botulism. Botulism is rare, 
but often is fatal. The 
major cause -is eating 
improperly processed, 
homecanned vegetables.

speech difficulty, and 


progressive 
paralysis. 

To prevent Botulism -- 
use only the pressure- 
canner method of canning 
vegetables, meats or 
poultry at home, obtain 
reliable canning instruc- 
tions, such as those 
available from the U.S.

throw out foods with odd 
odors; do not even taste 
food that is suspect; if
